Green Flash of Sunset. ' 


One of the most rarely witnessed of 


natural phenomena, but one that has 
often been discussed at scientific meet- 
ings and that always awakens "wonder 
when'seen, is the so called "green 
flash" occasionally visible at the mo- 
ment of the disappearance of the sun 
behind a clear horizon. The observer's 
eye must be fixed upon the rim of the 
sun as it disappears in order to catch 
the phenomenon. 
One authority tells 


us that he has seen the green flash/ 
although rarely, at the instant of the 
setting of a bright star. Among the 
explanations offered is one based upoji 
the optical principle of complementary 
colors. If one looks at the sun and 
then closes the eyes a green disk "will 
be perceived. 
A sensitive eye, might 


be similarly affected by a1 brilliant 
star.

Thomas, at 111 Bast Wain street, 
and in a conversation Monday morn- 
ing told of many incidents, of New- 
ark's history in the early period im- 
mediately following the advent of his 
family, in which names of well re- 
membered citizens ol Xewark figur- 
ed prominently. 


Mr Simpson was born in 
Eng- 


land, and his lather who was a 
lo'undryman had been told that New- 
ark offered opportunities tor (he lo- 
cation of such an industry, upon his 
arrival in Cleveland. 


When the elder Simpson arrived 


in this city and began looking over 
tlie ground, he found 
that 
a log 


cabin had been erected in 1S40 at 
tne corner of Fourth* and West Main 
streets, by the admirers of William 
Henry Harrison, who in that year 
v.-as elected President. 
Upon 
the 


roof of this cabin was a barrel, sup- 
posed to contain cider, and a raccoon' 
in au attitude of defiance sat upon 
this barrel. 


The elder Simpson purchased this 


cabin -had it removed to what was 
then called the 
"commons", 
and 


placed at the corner of Sixth and 
Church streets. Here a foundry was 
started and horse power was used to 
create the blast to melt iron. 


After only a year's operation, the 


plant was sold to Joseph Byers, and 
the Simpson family, all 
of whom 


were-sutfermg with fever and ague, 
was moved to 
Somerset, 
a 
hilly 


count r> where the disease was un- 
known. 
The afflicted portions 
of 


the state were the river valleys, and 
seldom was K diagnosed in the high- 
er portions. 


Joseph Byers was a partner in the 


commission business at 
that 
time 


with "Judge" Haughey, lather of 
Edwin Haughey of 100 'North Fourth 
street. 


Joseph Simpson's father built 
a 


small foundry at Somerset, and v.os 
the first man e\er to nielt iron 
in 


Perry county, afterward .found to be 
rich in mineral resources. 


After remaining in Somerset for 


eight years, the Simpson family re- 
turned and the Sixth-Churcli streets' 
foundry was repurchased in 1830. 
In 1853 the plant was ' moved 
to 


Main street, being situated upon the 
banks of the Ohio canal, between 
Sixth 
and 
Se%enth streets. 
This 


foundry burned down and the site 
was changed to one a little further 
west, where the Simpson Garage and 
Machine company now is conducted 
by Walter Simpson. 


In lS5fi the Elder Simpson died 


and a son, Thomas Simpson, father 
of Walter Simpson, ran the business 
until he was killed by the oursting 
of- an emery 
wheel 
in 
February, 


1899. 
The Simpson foundry now is 


located east of the B. & O. tracks. 
south Of St. Clair street. 


After returning to Xewark from 


remember the great times we, lidd at 
rehearsal and upon dress parade, 


'.'You might state that the.-idea of 


a foundry 
was 'entirely 
different 


from that which prevails at present. 
An incident will "serve to illustrate: 


"Before my father bought the log 


cabin, moved to Church arid Sixth 
streets, he had bargained with Jones 
Taylor, a .retired farmer, who lived 
at the northwest corner of Fifth and 
Main streets,-and owned a 
great 


deal of property reaching down to 
the canal, for the purchase of a lot 
just east of the present High school. 


"My father's idea was to build a 


foundry, and the only agreement was 
a verbal one as to the purchase-of 
the lot. He filled up ^he tan-yard 
vats, and was ready to lake posses- 
sion, when some one told him that 
foundries were liable to 'blow up,' 
and this real estate deal lell through. 
James Taylor's 
daughter, 
became 


the wife of the late H. D. Sprague, 
and mother of George 
B. Sprague, 


Joseph Pprague 
and 
Miss* Mary 
Sprague."
